The 
Superintendent of Police who permits a temporary permit holder 
to visit any place other than that specified in the permit, shall 
send an intimation of Mich visit to the Superintendent of Police 
of the place which the permit holder is permitted to visit.” 

In Appendix III to the said liules, m Part I, for the existing Conditions, 
the Pillowing Conditions shall be substituted, namely: — 

“CONDITIONS 

1 (a) The permit holder must proceed and return via 

check post direct lo and from tiro place of visit in India stated

(b) The permit holder shad, wilhin 24 hours of his arrival in India, re- 
port to tire Police Station having jurisdiction over the area 
where the place of visit mentioned in hia permit is situated and
